The $ e$ are not that living word, which s 
appoinced by be the rule ofa Chriſtian ; bur they con- 
tain. words, (poken by the ſpiric of God, reſtifying of that 
word, and pointing to rhat yord which,is co be che rule. 
Seareh the Spriptures, for in them ye think ye eternal life, 
and they are they which oe : and ye will not come to 
me that ye might have life, Joh. 5. 39. 40. The Scriptures are 
ro be ſearched, for the reftimony which i hzy give of Chriſt ; 
and when that reſlimony is received, Chriſt i; to be come ro, 
and life r2ceived fron him. Bur the Paariſees fornerly, 
and Chriſtians fince ( I mean Chrittians in name ) ſearch. the 
Scriptures, but do not come to Chriff for the life ; bur (tick in 
the letter of the Scriptures, and oppoſe the life with the ler- 
rer, keeping themſelves from the life by their wiſdome and 
knowledg in the letter. Thus they pur the Scri;tures iaro the 
place of Cbrift, & ſo honor neicher Chriſt nor the Scriptures, 
I had been no horſour ro John to have bzen caken for the 
lighc, bis honour was to point to ic: nor 1s it any honour to 
the Scripeures to be called the word of God, bue their ho- 
nour is to diſcover and reſtifi2 of the word.Now hear what the 
Scriptures cal the, word : In the beginnng. was the Word, and 
the ward was with God, and the word was God, Jho.1.1. ad, 
the word was made fleſh, v2ri.14.

Now for the other part of the Obje&ion, that if men 
ſhould be leſt rotheir own ſpicirs, and ſhould follow che gui- 
dance of their own ſpirits, 1c would produce confuſion and 
uncertainty : I do acknowledge ir, ic would do fo, Bur here is 
no leaving of a man to his own ſpirit, ſpoken of or intended, 
bur the direRing and guiding of a man to the word and ſpiri 
of life ; to know and hear the voice of Chriſt which 
and tranſlates man our of his own , wan into his ſpin :. and 
_ is no confuſion or uncertainty, but order, certainry and 
ſtability. 
| The light of Gods ſpirie is acerrain andinfallible rule, 
( and the ey that ſees chat, is a certain ey ) whereas mans un- 
derſtanding of the Scriptures is uncertain and fallible ; he 
having not the true ear, .receiveth ſuch a liceral uncertain 
knowledg of things, inco hls uncertain underſtanding, as de-. * 
ceives his ſoul.

The Scribes and Phariſees made a great noiſe about the [aw 
and erdixances of © Cloſes, exclaiming againſt Chrift and his 
diſciples as breakers and profaners of chem;yer they themſelves 
did not truly honor the law and ordinances of Moſes, bur theit 
own dettrines, commanidements and tr aditzons, So theſe now 
who make a great noiſe abour the Scriptures, and abou the in- 
Ricutions of the Apofiles, do not honor the Scriptures, or the 
inflicurions of the Apoſtles ; but their own meanings, theit 
own concetvings,their own inventions and imaginations there-= 
won. They run to the Scripcures with that underſtandi 
whach is our of the truth, and which never thall be ler ints 
the truth ; and fo being not able ro reach and comprehend the 
rruch as ir is, they ſtudy, chey invent, they imagine a meaning z 
they form a likeneſs, a ſfimilirude of the truth as neer as = 
can, and this mult go for the cruth: and this chey honor, 
bow before as the will of God ; which being noe the will of 
God, bur a likeneſs of cheir own imyenting and forming, they 
worſhip not God, they honor nor rhe Scriptures, bur rhey ho- 
nor and-worſhip che work of their own brain. And "oy 
Scripture which man hich thus formed a meaning out of, 
hath nor read in the crue and living lighrs of Gods eternal ſpi- 
ric, he harh made an image by, he hath made an idol of : and 
the reipeRt arid honor he gives this meaning, is no#a reſpeR 
and honor giver» to God bur ro his own umage,- to 
his own idol.

with che evit, and io cannot bear the rending of the evil from 
v the ching. And from hence ic is,that wherever the Goſpel comes 
in power, it kindlzs a flame round abour, ſercing facher againſt 
ſon and ſon againſt father,hasband again(t wife and wife againft 
husband, &c. yea ic goes cloſer chen ſo, it ſers one pattin man 
ainſt another : an the fight is yery buter and ſharp , ill one 
of theſe be ſubdued , and then chere is peace : fleſhly peace, if 
the wiſe fleſhly parc previl, ſpiritual peaceyif the weak fooliſh 
thing (co che World)in the heart, which is of God, preyalle.

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[ul Friry A pt the elementary natures( which have 
had their ſwinge in the earth )- be crucified and ſlain, bur by 
che croſs of Chrift > he therefore that wil h#e CO 
ro pleaſe himſelf in =_ thing, muſt nor come hicher : and he 
who after he is come hicher, admicterh of any thing pleaſing 
to the carchly, and (tarcerh from the croſs, which would. deny 
and urn from.it ;' ſo tar as itdoth ſo, he goeth backward and 
not forward, It is no wonder that there is ſuch an enmuty ,, in 
all ſorrs againit the truth, for it tirik<th at their life, yea at the 
very root of their life. 1f chere were any new way or form of 
Religion held forth, mens und:rſtandings and affeRions frighc 
by degrees be wrought of to it, and find pleaſure in it : but this 
1s dire& death to chat.nature and ſpicic that hach lived in any 
form of Religion, and to the whole courſe of chat nature and 
ſprrit : yer chrough this death the grue life ſ>rings up, .in thoſe 
who reccive the {trokes of ir. Therefore be willing ahd 1carn to 
die day]y, and bring every thing which is concrary co Chriſt 
to the Croſs. Deny ſelf in every thing, take up the Cro:s in e- 
yery thing, follow Chrilt in every thing, This is the way which 
Chriſt himſelf preſcribes ro become his dilciples by. If «vy 
nan wil come after me, let bum deny bimeſelf,, 'takg up his Croſs 
daily, and follow me, (ek not caſe in the fleſh, no not in che 
leatt, bur rake up che Crols every day, in every thing, till che 
earthly be flain, til the wiſdom and firength of the flzſh be 
wholly ſubdued, and then the wiſdom and power of God will 
become natural, "or 

2. Keep to the ſence, keep ro the feeling : beware of che 
underitanding, beware ot che imagining, conceiving mind: 
Theſe cannor be for God, not bring forth any thing ſof God, 
until chey be new caſt and new moulded. The one [zed of life 
lies in the inviſible, in the hidden man of the hearr, among 
mulcicudes of ſeeds of death,all which have their growth up in- 
ro, and firength in the corrupted natural. So d this ſeed 
cannot ſhoor up into any part of the natural, but che other 
ſeeds ſhoot up with it, and end2avour ro choak'it, Now the 
other ſeeds ſpring up cwo wayes ? either in a way of oppolicion * 
againſt the the crue iced, or in a way of fimilicude. Ther? can- 
not a good thought, or dere, or bam of light enter tnco che 
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gn] tar s inane per ryan ops 
Ire, - of wy ring up With it, 
ane nab, E hecnanny, Look ting over- 
come, by wa of God fighring with him and vanquiſh- 
ing him, chen he hath his garmencs of light, rhen he brings in 
thoughts, and defires, and motions like Gods, which eafily 
paſs tor good, if the ſoul keep nor doſe upon the watch. The 
forward underſtanding is apt preſently ro own. them, and the 
forward will co embrace, and the forward afte&ions to ler 
themſelyes forth into them, antibche ſoul come ro feel a loſs 
in life, and miſs the power and preſence of God,and tind the e- 
nemy ſtrong again. Yea the enemy hath yer a more ſubcil way, 
namely, to raiie motions like the motions of Gods ſpirit, and 
ſuddainly, before the light hath given the diſcerning of them co 
raiſe oppolition and reaionings againfizhem;rhar fo by the op- 
poſition, which is manifeſtly evil,the motion it ſelf,yhich is alſo 
evil, ( chough good in appearance ) mighr be che leſs ſuſpeed 
and ſwallowed. Now che onely way of ſafety 1s to keep out of 
the' natural, whereof che enemy hath poſicfſion, and where his 
firength lies, and to keep in the ſence and feeling of the invi- 
fible ſeed ? and onely to come forth with bim inco the natural, 
in thar ſence and feeling. And when he comes, he wil cone 
warh tirength, aboye the (ir2ngth chat the enemy hath in the 
natural, ahd by degrees conquer him. But by no means reſt or 
abide in the natural, bur retire with the Lord ( who will not 
dwel there, uncil it be clenſed ) into the reſting place. Theſe 
words may be hard to you at preſent, but hereafter ( as you 
come into the exerciſe ) you will feel them.
